to report victory| Let Us Walk Worthy of the Vocation Wherewith 


Called.

I therefore, the prisoner of 
the Lord, beseech you that ye 
walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called. Eph. 
4:1. These words were written 
by the apostle Paul to the 
Ephesians in instructing them 
how they should walk before 
the world, and how they should 
strive to go on to perfection, by 
obeying the teachings they re- 
ceived from the ministers that 
God gave inthe church. And 
we see the need of the same 
admonition today, as there are 
many who fail to walk worthy 
of the vocation wherewith they 
are called, and bring reproach 
on the cause of the Lord. We 
are well aware of the fact that 
the Lord’s people are going to 
be persecuted, but we should 
not act in a way to cause peo- 
ple to buffet us for our own 
faults, and then want to call 
that persecutions. 

The word vocation means a 
calling or occupation, but it 
can be applied to laymen as well 
as ministers, for all are expect- 
ed to so live that their lives will 
be a light to others, for Jesus 
said to his disciples: Ye are the 
salt of the earth: but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith 
shall it be salted? It is thence- 
forth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden 
Matt. 5:13. 
Salt has a saving power, and so 
does a real Christian, but if a 
Christian loses his influence by 
misconduct it is hard for him to 
build it up again, and the in- 
fluence by misconduct of the 
church is crippled to‘an extent. 

Another thing that is causing 
quite a bit of reproach is mem- 
bers failing to bridle their 
tongues, and saying things in 
the presence of opposers, and 
others who do not understand. 
We are taught very distinctly 
in the Bible to settle everything 
inthe way of differences be- 
tween members outside of the 
church, where it is possible, and 
if the difference is between two 
individuals it is not necessary 
that the remainder of the 
church know anything about 
the matter if it can be settled 
between those concerned, But 
there are some who when some- 
thing comes up in the church, 
will tell everyone they meet 
about it, and lots of times go to 


up to get the blessing we will 
have to let it alone to keep the 
blessing. 

Another thing that I feel that 
I should mention here. The Bi- 
ble teaches against wearing 
gold for ornaments, but some of 
the Church of God folks are in- 
clined to hold on to these things 
which is contrary to the Bible, 
and also to the teachings of the 
Church of God. Now it is the 
duty of every loyal minister to 
teach these things, and it is the 
duty of every member to ob- 
serve them all. 

So let us all walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith we ure 
called, and it is certain that if 
we walk right, talk right, dress 
right, and act right, we will die 
right, and we can leave a testi- 
mony behind like Paul when he 
wrote to Timothy thus, For I 
am now ready to be offered, snd 
the time of my departure is at 
hand. I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appear- 
ing. 2 Tim. 4:6-7-8,
